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thau was ever recorded in a year. Of accident eases, 5,206 were 
treated, which were more by 740 than has ever occured. 

The number of surgical operations performed amounted to 
L766, and of obstetrical cases to 263, with a mortality in the lat- 
ter ease of .1 1-2 per cent. 2fone of the deaths, however, resulted 
from infection. 

The Registrar reports a tabulated record of 1.288 cases. 
Tin. 1 Pasteur Institute, established as an experiment, has 
more than satisfied the Board of the wisdom of its creation aud 
of the necessity of its permanency. During the past year it has 
injured safety from rabies to 143 patients bitten and exposed to 
infection, and supplies a want that was greatly felt in this State. 
Iuprovenients have consisted only in the annual work of re- 
pairs and renovation of Hospital properties, and are fully de- 
scribed in the report of the House Committee. 

The Pathological Department, the importance of which can- 
not be over-estimated in its relation to medical progress, has 
been a valuable aid to the Medical and Surgical Staff of the Hos- 
pital. Daring the year 1!")4 there were 14,113 examinations, 
chiefly of urine, blood and pathological specimens. This Depart- 
ment also has charge of the preparation of the antitoxiu for 
hydrophobia and of the treatment of such cases. 

All of the bnildings are in good condition and every depart- 
ment is supplied with all necessaries and conveniences. The 
surgical outfit is especially complete. 

At the graduation exercises in November, certificates were 
issued to twenty nnrses aud one Sister. They were deemed 
<iu:ilitied to perform the duties of their profession. 

Without individualizing, the Board extends its thanks to 
the officers, Sisters, Visiting Staff, Ambulance Corps, Students of 
the Medical College and Training School, and to the employes, 
for service rendered iu its management, direction and care of its 
inmates. 
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The books of the Secretary, Mr. Edwin Marks, show the 
painstaking and thoroughness of the work of this conscientious 
officer. The executive management of this Hospital by the 
House Snrgeou, Dr. J. M. Batchelor, and his competent aaatefr 
ants, Drs. Danua and Stafford, meeta with the full approval and 
cordial support of the Board for ability shown. 

The services of Dr. Pothier, in charge of the Pathological 
Department of the Pasteur Institute, and his assistant, Dr. 
Conret, are greatly appreciated. 

The work done in their laboratory is of a most delicate and 
taxing character and attended with personal risk, especially in 
the preparation of the antitoxin for hydrophobia. 

The books in the Clerk's Department, of which Mr. Leake is 
the head, are admirably kept, which renders it easy to obtain 
any information regarding the patients admitted or leaving 
daring Hue year. 

The Pharmacy, of which Mr. Taylor is chief, is up to the 
standard in the quality of the drugs contained. A hug, nun,- 
ber of the preparations are made under his immediate super- 
vision, thus saving a considerable sum to the State. 

The Engineering Department, over which Mr. Ponder pre- 
sides, is in the prime condition which would be expected from so 
capable an engineer and so useful an officer. 

The Ambulance Corps, the Resident Students (both male and 
female) of the Medical College and of the Training School for 
Nurses, have shown themselves earnest and conscientious in the 
discharge of their various duties. 

The Domestic Economy, in charge of Sister Agnes and her 
associates, has been admirably conducted, and the supervision 
and direction of the Training School for BTurseB were wise and 
motherly. Their presence, influence and example account for 
the high moral tone which prevails. 

We thank our attorneys, of the firm of Farrar, Jonas & 
Kruttschnitt, for valuable services rendered without charge, and 
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Annual Report of the House Committee.

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the cases treated, 130 were discharged cured, 8 deserted ixncl 
2 died, leaving three still under treatment January 1, 1305. Tlae 
residence of these cases is as follows : From the city, 57; from 
Louisiana, 25; from Mississippi, 25; from Texas, 19; from Ala- 
bama, 10; from Cuba, 2; from Indian Territory, 1.
